It need 
not be told you, how welcome a cordial it has been to 
those shut up in this dark land. Norays of light have 
hitherto seemed to cheer our benighted path, but those 
bortowed from the word of God, and religious publi- 
nt by benevolent individuals from the East. 

Not much can be communicated from this station 

which would serve to animate a Christian public, or 
to enliven the feelings of the humble follower of the 
| Lord Jesus. 
It ispresumed that there cannot be found a more 
hardened, or rather dark and benighted race of beings, 
i between the shores of the Atlantic and Pacific, or be- 
| tween Cape Horn and the frozen ocean, than the Os- 
| agess Those who live to see twenty years hence, will 
perhaps see some of these beaighted wanderers leav- 
ing their savage habits, and coming out decidedly on 
the side of civilization and Christianity.
